END OF THE CIVIL AVAR. 

Officially Stated to Be August 
20, 1866. 

Washington, D. C., Jurjn 3.— The 
question as to termination of Ihe 
wsir, raised by Assistant Secre- 
tary Reynolds of the Interior De~, 
partment in a recent pension de- 
cision, has given rise to considera- 
ble discussion. The ease in question 
was that of John Ba'rleyoung, a 
soldier, who bad eufered the army 
April 19, 1866. H applied for a 
pension under the three months, 
service nci, claiming that the war 
did not terminate until August 20, 
1866, when President Johnson, by 
proclamation, unHOLJueed that peaco 
liad been restored. Secretary Rey- 
nolds claimed tlmtiiutivo hostilities 
ceased iu April 1865, nine months 
before Barieyoung enlisted, lid 
Raid farther: "It js Lot believed 
that Congress intended to pension 
those whose rendition of service, 
military or naval, had no connection 
whatever with the belligerent 



operations of the war, was out 
upon tbo theater of the conflict, and 
iiad nothing to to with the npject 
and purpose of. ihe war." 

For these reasons the claim was 
disallowed. Tho effect of the de- 
cision is to exclude a ItURC number 
of persons who entered the service 
between July, 1865, nnd May 1S0G, 
from the operations of the pension 

Since the decision we.s made i 
has been ascertained that the Su- 
premo Court, in December, 1SS7, 
held that the war- did not terminate 
until the date of the President's 
pt'DClamatiun, on August 20, 18G6. 
The case tbeu d'ecided ,vas under 
the "captured and ahandtn d prop- 
erty act," which authorized loyal 
owners of such property io bring 
suit for its recovery in the C-juit of 
Claims within two years after the 
suppression of the rebellion. Tho 
court held expressly that the ques- 
tion oi'diite of termination of war 
was not to he kit to each claimant 
to settle, but was to be determined 
by some formal public act of the 
Government; that the first official 
declaration on the point was the 
President's proclamation; and that 
Congress had expressly adopted 
this date as that on which the re- 
bellion ended 

In view of this decision, and the 
lai ge number of persons involved, 
the Barieyoung casie will probably 
be reopened.

depreciation is the result of govern 
ment exercises "a constitutional 
power and failing to do a corre'u- 
tive duty.

Sec. 5] is to coin money and the 
correlative duty to regnlate it* 
value. But while it has been coin 
ing money in gold and silver it has 
tot regiilnled the value of the lat- 
ter coin but by issuing: treasur;,' 
notes redeemable in silver alone 
and selling gold-bearing bonds, il 
has made a ruinous discrimination 
in favor of gold and thus left thi 
value of silver unregulated, Thi 
value of money is not regulated 
until it is uiatlc a legal tender for 
all debts at its nominal val 
Honesty, like charity, should bs 
at borne, and hence thegoTernm 
that does not first protect the rig 



of the governed is criminally re- 
creant and should be held to strict 
account for its dereliction of duty. 
Neither gold nor silver has any 
fixed intrinsic value. Hence the 
nominal value of each is altogether 
a matter of constitutional law and 
the' power that creates should pro- 
tect as well. How this can be done 
the problem with which we have 
to deal and for which vtfe offer tbe 
following solution: 

Millions of dollars by the hundred 
are required annually to meet the 
expenses of tbe government, and 
much of this is to be disbursed iu 
small sums for soldiers' pension, 
and he is no true patriot who rates 
claim upon the government 
paramount to that of the brave sol- 
tberefore no distinction should 
be iriade between rich aud pooiy 
: should be made a legal 
tender to the millionaires as well as 
to the pensioner to whom it is of ton 
the most convenient. Again, much 
of "the reveuue required for tho ex- 
penses pf government is raised by 
excise taxation, aud if tbe govern- 
ment in justice to tbe tax-payers 
would receive all such dues iu sil- 
ver coin at its nominal value — 
ivoirid issue no more gold bearing 
bonds and require banks operating 
on a capital of such bonds to re- 
deem their noles in gold or silver 
at its nominal value, and to issue 
no more notes of tbe kind — would 
provide for any deficiency of rev- 
enue by popular loans or direct 
taxation, and give us free coinage 
of silver and gold at the ratio oT 
IG to L until the amount of coin be. 
comes amply swllicient to meet the 
demands of homo industry and 
trade with n reserve ia the treasury 
sufhVent to redeem its notes on de- 
mand, and filially if the government 
Would decree that any attempt to 
depreciate the value of either cur- 
rency shall be held mb u crime 
against tbe United States and pun - 
ish the offender accordingly it 
would be doing no more than its 
duty to masses. But the great 
bugaboo to gold bugs i-i that free 
coinage of mlvernt least woold re- 
sult iu an inflation of the currency. 
However n redundancy of aovind 
.niiey is really not nn inflation 
that can be any drawback except to 
ie over wealthy by lessening their 
tea of usury, jt is always a de- 
sienoy of sound currency that 
blocks the wheels of industry, trade 
il internal cOmuierse and brings 
about financial distress. This is 
our solution of tbe "financial pvob - 
ancl it government will carry 
out what- we have formulated and 
it fails to create and protect tbe 
;t dollar" in its three-fold 
nature we are neither a prophet nor 
a philosopher. — Scio, Ohio.
